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In the year two thousand sixteen, on the ninth day of May, 

Before Us, Maitre Jacques Kesseler, notary residing in Petange, Grand Duchy of Luxembourg, 

there appeared Greif Global Holding S.a r.l., a private limited liability company ( societe a responsabilite 
limitee ) organised and existing under the laws of the Grand Duchy of Luxembourg, with its registered office 
at 6, rue Eugene Ruppert, L-2453 Luxembourg, Grand Duchy of Luxembourg and currently in the process of 
being registered with the Luxembourg trade and companies register (the Subscriber), 

represented by Allen & Overy, societe en commandite simple, societe d’avocats inscrite a la liste V du barreau 
de Luxembourg, by virtue of a power of attorney given under private seal, itself represented by Maitre 
Clemence Colson, avocat a la Cour residing professionally in Luxembourg-City. 

Said power of attorney, after having been signed ne varietur by the attorney in fact of the Subscriber and the 
undersigned notary, shall remain attached to and shall be filed together with this notarial deed with the 
registration authorities. 

The Subscriber, represented as stated above, has requested the undersigned notary to enact the following 
articles of incorporation of a company, which it declares to establish as follows: 

ARTICLE 1. Form, name and number of shareholders 

1.1 Form and name 

There exists a private limited liability company ( societe a responsabilite limitee ) under the name of "Greif 
Luxembourg S.a r.l." (the Company) governed by the laws of the Grand Duchy of Luxembourg and in 
particular the law dated 10 August 1915 on commercial companies, as amended (the Companies Act) and by 
the present articles of incorporation (the Articles). 

1.2 Number of shareholders 

The Company may have one shareholder (the Sole Shareholder) or several shareholders. The Company shall 
not be dissolved upon the death, suspension of civil rights, insolvency, liquidation or bankruptcy of the Sole 
Shareholder. 

Where the Company has only one shareholder, any reference to the shareholders in the Articles shall be a 
reference to the Sole Shareholder. 
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ARTICLE 2. Registered office 


2.1 Place and transfer of the registered office 

The registered office of the Company is established in Luxembourg. It may be transferred within such municipality 
by a resolution of the board of managers of the Company. The registered office may also be transferred within 
such municipality or to any other place in the Grand Duchy of Luxembourg by a resolution of the general meeting 
of the shareholders of the Company (the General Meeting). 

2.2 Branches, offices, administrative centres and agencies 

The board of managers shall further have the right to set up branches, offices, administrative centres and agencies 
wherever it shall deem fit, either within or outside the Grand Duchy of Luxembourg. 

ARTICLE 3. Duration 

3.1 Unlimited duration 

The Company is formed for an unlimited duration. 

3.2 Dissolution 

The Company may be dissolved, at any time, by a resolution of the General Meeting adopted in the manner 
provided for in Article 1 1 with respect to the amendments of the Articles. 

ARTICLE 4. Purpose 

The object of the Company is to carry out all transactions pertaining directly or indirectly to the acquisition of 
participations in Luxembourg and foreign companies, in any form whatsoever, and the administration, 
management, control and development of those participations. 

The Company may use its funds to establish, manage, develop and dispose of its assets as they may be 
composed from time to time, to acquire, invest in and dispose of any kinds of property, tangible and intangible, 
movable and immovable, and namely but not limited to, its portfolio of securities of whatever origin, to 
participate in the creation, acquisition, development and control of any enterprise, to acquire, by way of 
investment, subscription, underwriting or option, securities, and any intellectual property rights, to realise them 
by way of sale, transfer, exchange or otherwise and to develop them. The Company may receive or grant 
licenses on intellectual property rights. 

The Company may borrow in any form, except by way of public offer. It may issue by way of private placement 
only, notes, bonds and debentures and any kind of debt securities in registered form and subject to transfer 
restrictions. The Company may lend funds including the proceeds of any borrowings and/or issues of debt 
securities to its subsidiaries or affiliated companies. 

The Company may give guarantees and grant security in favour of third parties to secure its obligations and 
the obligations of companies in which the Company has a direct or indirect participation or interest and to 
companies which form part of the same group of companies as the Company and it may grant any assistance 
to such companies, including, but not limited to, assistance in the management and the development of such 
companies and their portfolio, financial assistance, loans, advances or guarantees. It may pledge, transfer, 
encumber or otherwise create security over some or all its assets. 

The Company may carry out any commercial, industrial, financial, personal, and real estate operations, which 
are directly or indirectly connected with its corporate purpose or which may favour its development. 
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ARTICLE 5. Share capital 


5.1 Outstanding share capital 

The share capital is set at EUR 12,500.- (twelve thousand and five hundred Euro) represented by 12,500 
(twelve thousand and five hundred) shares having a nominal value of EUR 1.- (one Euro) each. 

5.2 Share capital increase and share capital reduction 

The share capital of the C ompany may be increased or reduced by a resolution adopted by the General Meeting 
in the manner required for amendment of the Articles, as provided for in ARTICLE 11. 

5.3 Contribution to a share premium account 

The General Meeting has the option (but not the obligation) to decide that any contribution in cash or in kind 
made as share premium in connection with the subscription by any shareholder will be booked in a specific 
share premium account allocated to the relevant shareholder and is available only (i) for the purpose of 
distributions, whether by dividend, share redemption or otherwise, to the relevant shareholder or (ii) to be 
incorporated in the share capital to issue shares corresponding to the relevant shareholder only. 

5.4 Contribution to a capital surplus account 

The General Meeting is authorised to approve capital contributions without the issuance of new shares by way 
of a payment in cash or a payment in kind or otherwise, on the terms and conditions set by the General Meeting. 
A capital contribution without the issuance of new shares shall be booked in a “capital surplus” account in 
accordance with Luxembourg law. 

The General Meeting has the option (but not the obligation) to decide that any contribution in cash or in kind 
made as “capital surplus” in connection with the subscription by any shareholder will be booked in a specific 
“capital surplus” account allocated to the relevant shareholder and is available only (i) for the purpose of 
distributions, whether by dividend, share redemption or otherwise, to the relevant shareholder or (ii) to be 
incorporated in the share capital to issue shares corresponding to the relevant shareholder only. 

ARTICLE 6. Shares 

6.1 Share register 

The issued shares shall be entered in the register of shareholders, which shall be kept by the Company or by 
one or more persons designated by the Company, and such register shall contain the name of each shareholder, 
and his address or registered office. Any transfer of shares in accordance with article 7 hereafter, shall be 
recorded in the register of shareholders. 

Every shareholder can consult the register. 

6.2 Ownership and co-ownership of shares 

The Company will recognise only one holder per share. In the event that a share is held by more than one 
person, the Company has the right to suspend the exercise of all rights attached to that share until one person 
has been appointed as sole owner in relation to the Company. The person appointed as the sole holder of the 
shares towards the Company in all matters by all the joint holders of those shares shall be named first in the register. 

Only the joint holder of a share first named in the register, as appointed by all the joint holders of such share, 
shall be entitled, in its capacity as sole owner towards the Company of that share jointly held, to exercise the 
rights attached to such share, including without limitation, (i) to be served notices by the Company, including 
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convening notices relating to general meetings (ii) to attend general meetings and to exercise the voting rights 
attached to the share jointly held at any such meetings and (iii) to receive dividend payments in respect of the 
share jointly held. 

6.3 Profit sharing 

Each share is entitled to a fraction of the corporate assets and profits of the Company in direct proportion to 
the number of shares in existence. 

6.4 Share redemptions 

The Company shall have power to acquire shares in its own capital provided that the Company has sufficient 
distributable reserves and funds to that effect (provided, for the avoidance of doubt, that share premium and 
capital surplus amounts shall be considered as distributable reserves for share redemption purposes). 

The acquisition and disposal by the Company of shares held by it in its own share capital shall take place by 
virtue of a resolution of and on the terms and conditions to be decided upon by the sole shareholder or the 
general meeting of the shareholders. The quorum and majority requirements applicable for amendments to the 
articles of association shall apply in accordance with article 1 1 of these articles of association. 

Any shares redeemed in accordance with this article may be cancelled (subject to a decision of the General 
Meeting) or held for an unlimited duration as treasury shares by the Company without any voting rights and 
without any right to any distributions whatsoever. 

Such treasury shares may be distributed at any time to existing shareholders or third parties (subject to 
compliance with Article 7) by a decision of the Board or may be cancelled by a decision of the General Meeting 
(with the specific majority requirements necessary for an amendment of the articles of association). 

ARTICLE 7. Transfer of shares 

In case of a sole shareholder, the Company's shares held by the sole shareholder are freely transferable. 

In case of plurality of shareholders, the transfer of shares inter vivos to third parties must be authorised by the 
general meeting of the shareholders who represent at least three-quarters of the share capital of the Company. 
No such authorisation is required for a transfer of shares among the shareholders. 

The transfer of shares mortis causa to third parties must be accepted by the shareholders who represent three- 
quarters of the rights belonging to the surviving shareholders. 

The requirements of articles 189 and 190 of the Companies Act will apply. 

To the extent that the Company is a party to a Shareholders’ Agreement and such Shareholders’ Agreement 
provides for transfer restrictions, any transferee of shares must adhere to the Shareholders' Agreement prior to 
the transfer of any shares. Any transactions made on the shares which were not performed in accordance with 
the provisions on transfer restrictions set out in the Shareholders' Agreement shall not be effective vis-a-vis 
the Company and the Company shall not record in the share register any such transaction. 

The relevant shareholder shall cause any third party who intends to acquire shares to take the appropriate steps 
and make the appropriate enquiries in order to assess whether any contemplated transfer of shares is subject to 
transfer restrictions under the Shareholders Agreement. For the purpose of these Articles, Shareholders' 
Agreement means any shareholders' agreement setting out, amongst other things, the rights and obligations of 
the shareholders of the Company vis-a-vis the Company, that may be entered from time to time by the 
shareholders of the Company and the Company, as it may be amended from time to time. 
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ARTICLE 8. Debt securities 


Debt securities issued by the Company are in registered form. 

ARTICLE 9. Powers of the General Meeting 

As long as the Company has only one shareholder, the Sole Shareholder has the same powers as those conferred 
on the General Meeting. In such a case, any reference in these Articles to decisions made or powers exercised 
by the General Meeting shall be a reference to decisions made or powers exercised by the Sole Shareholder. 
Decisions made by the Sole Shareholder are documented in the form of minutes or written resolutions, as the 
case may be. 

In the case of a plurality of shareholders, any regularly constituted General Meeting shall represent the entire 
body of shareholders of the Company. 

ARTICLE 10. Annual General Meeting of the shareholders - Other meetings 

The annual General Meeting shall be held, in accordance with Luxembourg law, in Luxembourg at the address 
of the registered office of the Company or at such other place within the municipality of the registered office, 
specified in the convening notice of the meeting. 

Other General Meetings may be held at such a place and time as are specified in the respective convening 
notices of the meeting. 

No such written notice is required if all the shareholders are present or represented at a General Meeting and 
if they state they have been duly informed and have had full knowledge of the agenda of the General Meeting. 
Notice of a General Meeting may also be waived by a shareholder prior or after a General Meeting. 

As long as the Company has no more than twenty-five (25) shareholders, resolutions of the Sole Shareholder 
or of the shareholders, as the case may be, can, instead of being passed at a General Meeting, be passed in 
writing. In this case, each shareholder shall receive an explicit draft of the resolution(s) to be passed, and shall 
vote in writing (such vote to be evidenced by letter or telefax or electronic mail (e-mail) transmission). Such 
resolutions may be adopted by simple majority, unless otherwise stated in these Articles. 

ARTICLE 11. Shareholders' voting rights, quorum and majority 

Each shareholder may take part in collective decisions irrespectively of the number of shares which he owns. 
Each shareholder has voting rights commensurate with his shareholding. Collective decisions are only validly 
taken insofar as they are adopted by shareholders owning more than half of the share capital. 

However, resolutions to alter the articles of association of the Company may only be adopted by the majority 
in number of the shareholders owning at least three quarters of the Company's share capital and the nationality 
of the Company can only be changed by unanimous vote, subject to the provisions of the Companies Act. 

ARTICLE 12. Management 

The Company is managed by one or more managers composed of at least two managers divided into two 
categories, respectively denominated Category A and Category B managers, appointed by a resolution of the 
shareholders, which sets the term of their office. The managers need not be shareholders. If several managers 
are appointed, they shall constitute a board of managers (the Board). 

The managers are eligible for re-election. They may be removed with or without cause at any time by a 
resolution of the sole shareholder or of the shareholders at a simple majority. Each manager may as well resign. 
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While appointing the managers, the sole shareholder or the shareholders set(s) their number, without prejudice 
to the first sentence of this article 7, the duration of their tenure and the powers and competence of the 
managers. The sole shareholder or the shareholders decide(s) upon the compensation of each manager. 

12.1 Meetings of the Board 

The Board may elect a chairman from among its members. If the chairman is unable to be present, his place 
will be taken by election among managers present at the meeting. It may also elect a secretary from among its 
members, who shall be responsible for keeping the minutes of the meetings of the Board. 

The Board meets upon the request of any manager, at the place indicated in the convening notice which must 
be in the Grand Duchy of Luxembourg. 

Written notice of any meeting of the Board is given to all managers at least twenty -four (24) hours in advance, 
except in case of emergency, the nature and circumstances of which are set forth in the notice of the meeting. 

No notice is required if all members of the Board are present or represented and if they state to have full 
knowledge of the agenda of the meeting. Notice of a meeting may also be waived by a manager, either before 
or after a meeting. Separate written notices are not required for meetings that are held at times and places 
indicated in a schedule previously adopted by the Board. 

A manager may grant a power of attorney to another manager in order to be represented at any meeting of the 
Board. 

The Board can only validly debate and make decisions if a majority of its members is present or represented 
by proxies and obligatorily with at least the presence or the representation of one Category A manager and one 
Category B manager. Any decisions made by the Board shall require a simple majority including at least the 
favourable vote of one Category A manager and one Category B manager. In case of ballot, the Chairman has 
a casting vote. 

In cases of urgency and where organising a board meeting by all the managers in person is not practically 
feasible, any manager may participate in any meeting of the Board by telephone or video conference or by any 
other means of communication initiated from Luxembourg allowing all the persons taking part in the meeting 
to identify, hear and speak to each other. The participation by these means is deemed equivalent to a 
participation in person at a meeting duly convened and held. 

In cases of urgency and where organising a board meeting by all the managers in person or by telephone or 
video conference is not practically feasible, circular resolutions signed by all the managers are valid and 
binding as if passed at a Board meeting duly convened and held and bear the date of the last signature. 

12.2 Powers of the Board 

The Board is vested with the broadest powers to perform or cause to be performed any actions necessary or 
useful in connection with the purpose of the Company. All powers not expressly reserved by the Companies 
Act or the Articles to the General Meeting fall within the authority of the Board. 

12.3 Delegation of powers 

The Board may delegate special powers or proxies, or entrust determined permanent or temporary functions, 
including the daily management of the Company to persons or agents chosen by it. 
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12.4 Binding signatures 


Towards third parties, the Company shall be bound by the joint signatures of any two managers, obligatorily 
one Category A manager and one Category B manager. 

The Company is also bound towards third parties by the signature of any persons to whom special powers have 
been delegated. 

ARTICLE 13. Liability of the managers 

The managers assume, by reason of his/their position, no personal liability in relation to any commitment 
validly made by him/them in the name of the Company. 

ARTICLE 14. Indemnification 

The Company must indemnify any manager and his heirs, executors and administrators, against expenses 
reasonably incurred by him in connection with any action, suit or proceeding to which he may be made a party 
by reason of his being or having been a manager of the Company, except in relation to matters as to which he 
shall be finally adjudged in such action, suit or proceeding to be liable (a) for gross negligence or wilful 
misconduct towards any person other than the Company or (b) to the Company for any action or inaction from 
the director. 

In the event of a settlement, indemnification shall be provided only in connection with such matters covered 
by the settlement as to which the Company is advised by counsel that the person to be indemnified did not 
commit (a) any gross negligence or wilful misconduct resulting in his liability towards any person other than 
the Company or (b) anything resulting in that person being liable to the Company. The foregoing right of 
indemnification shall not exclude other rights to which he may be entitled. 

ARTICLE 15. Statutory auditor(s) (commissaire(s)) - Independent auditor(s) ( reviseur d’entreprises 
agree or cabinet de revision agree ) 

In accordance with article 200 of the Companies Act, the Company needs only to be audited by a statutory 
auditor if it has more than 25 (twenty-five) shareholders. An independent auditor needs to be appointed 
whenever the exemption provided by article 69 (2) of the Luxembourg act dated 1 9 December 2002 on the 
trade and companies register and on the accounting and financial accounts of companies does not apply. 

ARTICLE 16. Accounting year 

The accounting year of the Company shall begin on 1 November and shall end on 3 1 October of each year. 

ARTICLE 17. Annual accounts 

Each year, with reference to 31 October, the Company's accounts are closed and the board of managers 
prepares an inventory including an indication of the value of the Company's assets and liabilities. 

Each shareholder may inspect the above inventory and balance sheet at the Company's registered office. 

The balance sheet and the profit and loss account are submitted to the General Meeting. 

The books and accounts of the Company may be audited by an audit firm appointed by the General Meeting. 

ARTICLE 18. Allocation of profits, reserves 

From the annual net profits of the Company (if any), 5% (five per cent.) shall be allocated to the reserve 
required by law. This allocation shall cease to be required as soon as such legal reserve amounts to 1 0% (ten 
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per cent.) of the share capital of the Company, but shall again be compulsory if the legal reserve falls below 
10% (ten per cent.) of the share capital of the Company. 

The remaining profit is allocated pursuant to a resolution of the General Meeting upon proposal by the board 
of managers. 

ARTICLE 19. Interim Dividends 

Interim dividends may be distributed, at any time, under the following cumulative conditions: 

(i) A non-audited interim accounting situation ( etat comptable ) is drawn up by the board of 
managers (the Interim Accounts); 

(ii) these Interim Accounts show that sufficient profits and other reserves (including without 
limitation share premium and capital surplus) are available for distribution, it being understood 
that the amount to be distributed may not exceed profits made since the end of the last financial 
year for which the annual accounts have been approved, if any, increased by carried forward 
profits and distributable reserves, and decreased by carried forward losses and the amount to 
be allocated to the legal reserves; 

(iii) the decision to distributed interim dividends must be taken by the board of managers within 
two (2) months from the date of the Interim Accounts; 

(iv) the rights of the creditors of the Company are note threatened, taking into account the assets 
of the Company; and 

(v) where the interim dividends paid exceed the distributable profits at the end of the financial 
year, the shareholders must refund the excess to the Company. 

ARTICLE 20. Distributions of share premium and capital surplus 

Any and all distributions of the share premium or the capital surplus shall be decided by the General Meeting 
in accordance with the provisions of Article 1 1 , without prejudice to any interim dividend distribution 
(including out of share premium or capital surplus) decided by the board of managers in accordance with the 
provisions of Article 19. 

ARTICLE 21. Liquidation 

In the event of winding up of the Company, the Company shall be liquidated by one or more liquidator(s), 
which do not need to be shareholders, and which are appointed by the General Meeting, who will determine 
their powers and fees. The liquidator(s) shall have the most extensive powers for the realisation of the assets 
and payment of the liabilities of the Company. 

The surplus resulting from the realisation of the assets and the payment of the liabilities shall be distributed 
among the shareholders proportionally to the shares of the Company held by them. 

ARTICLE 22. - Applicable law 

All matters not expressly governed by these Articles shall be determined in accordance with Luxembourg law. 

TRANSITIONAL PROVISIONS 
The first accounting year begins today and ends on 3 1 October 2016. 

SUBSCRIPTION 
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The Articles having thus been established, the Subscriber, represented as stated above, hereby declares that it 
subscribes in cash to 12,500 shares, having a nominal value of EUR 1 (one euro) each representing the total 
share capital of the Company. 

The subscription price of all these shares has been fully paid up by the Subscriber by way of a contribution in 
cash in an aggregate amount of EUR 12,500 (twelve thousand five hundred euro), so that the amount of EUR 
12,500 (twelve thousand euro), paid by the Subscriber is from now on at the free disposal of the Company. 

The contribution in cash is allocated entirely to the share capital of the Company. 

STATEMENT - COSTS 

The expenses, costs, remunerations and charges in any form whatsoever, which shall be borne by the Company 
as a result of the present deed, are estimated to be approximately 1,500.- euro. 

RESOLUTIONS OF THE SOLE SHAREHOLDER 

The Subscriber, represented as stated above, representing the whole of the share capital, passed the following 
resolutions: 

(1) the number of managers is set at 4 (four); 

(2) the following persons are appointed as managers for an unlimited period of time: 

• David C. Lloyd, with professional address at 425 Winter Road, Delaware, OH 43015, United States of 
America, as Category A manager; 

• James E. Diller, with professional address at 425 Winter Road, Delaware, OH 43015, United States of 
America, as Category A manager; 

• Paul Galliver, with professional address at 6, rue Eugene Ruppert, L-2453 Luxembourg, Grand Duchy of 
Luxembourg, as Category B manager; and 

• Christophe-Emmanuel Sacre, with professional address at 6, rue Eugene Ruppert, L-2453 Luxembourg, 
Grand Duchy of Luxembourg, as Category B manager; and 

(3) that the address of the registered office of the Company is at 6, rue Eugene Ruppert, L-2453 Luxembourg, 
Grand Duchy of Luxembourg. 

The undersigned notary, who understands and speaks English, states herewith that at the request of the attorney 
in fact of the Subscriber, the present deed is worded in English followed by a Lrench version. At the request 
of the same attorney in fact of the Subscriber and in case of divergences between the English and French 
versions, the English version will prevail.

ARTICLE 1. Forme, denomination et nombre d’associes 

1.1 Forme et denomination 

11 est etabli une societe a responsabilite sous la denomination de "Greif Luxembourg S.a r.l." (la Societe), regie 
par les lois du Grand-Duche de Luxembourg et, en particulier, par la loi du 10 aout 1915 sur les societes 
commerciales, telle que modifiee (la Loi de 1915), et par les presents statuts (les Statuts). 

1.2 Nombre d’associes 

La Societe peut avoir un associe unique (L Associe Unique) ou plusieurs associes. La Societe n'est pas dissoute 
par le deces, la suspension des droits civiques, l'insolvabilite, la liquidation ou la faillite de l'Associe Unique. 

Lorsque la Societe n'a qu'un seul associe, toute reference aux associes dans les Statuts est une reference a 
l'Associe Unique. 

ARTICLE 2. Siege social 

2.1 Lieu et transfert du siege social 

Le siege social de la Societe est etabli a Luxembourg. 11 peut etre transfere dans cette commune par simple decision 
du conseil de gerance de la Societe (le Conseil de Gerance). Le siege social peut egalement etre transfere dans 
cette commune ou en tout autre lieu au Grand-Duche de Luxembourg par simple decision de l'assemblee generale 
des associes de la Societe (l'Assemblee Generale).

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ARTICLE 3. Duree de la societe 


3.1 Duree illimitee 

La Societe est constitute pour une periode indeterminee. 

3.2 Dissolution 

La Societe peut etre dissoute, a tout moment, en vertu d'une resolution de lAssemblee Generale statuant comme 
en matiere de modification des Statuts, tel que prevu a l'Article 1 1 . 

ARTICLE 4. Objet social 

L'objet social de la Societe est l'accomplissement de toutes les operations se rapportant directement ou 
indirectement a la prise de participations dans des societes luxembourgeoises ou etrangeres, sous quelque 
forme que ce soit, ainsi que l'administration, la gestion, le controle et le developpement de ces participations. 

La Societe peut utiliser ses fonds pour constituer, administrer, developper et vendre ses portefeuilles d'actifs 
tel qu'ils seront constitues au fil du temps, acquerir, investir dans et vendre toute sorte de proprietes, corporelles 
ou incorporelles, mobilieres ou immobilieres, notamment, mais non limite a des portefeuilles de valeurs 
mobilieres de toute origine, pour participer dans la creation, l'acquisition, le developpement et le controle de 
toute entreprise, pour acquerir, par voie d'investissement, de souscription ou d'option des valeurs mobilieres et 
des droits intellectuels, pour en disposer par voie de vente, transfert, echange ou autrement et pour les 
developper. La Societe peut octroyer des licences et des droits intellectuels de toute origine. 

La Societe peut emprunter, sous quelque forme que ce soit, sauf par voie d'offre publique. Elle peut proceder, 
uniquement par voie de placement prive, a remission de titres, obligations, bons de caisse et tous titres de 
dettes sous forme nominative et soumise a des restrictions de transfert. La Societe peut accorder tous credits, 
y compris le produit de prets et/ou emissions de valeurs mobilieres, a ses filiales ou societes affiliees. 

La Societe peut consentir des garanties ou des suretes au profit de tierces personnes afm de garantir ses 
obligations et les obligations de societes dans lesquelles elle a une participation ou un interet directs ou 
indirects et a toute societe faisant partie du meme groupe de societes que la Societe et elle peut assister ces 
societes pour, y inclus, mais non limite a la gestion et le developpement de ses societes et leur portefeuille, 
fmancierement, par des prets, avances et garanties.

ARTICLE 5. Capital social

6.1 Registre des associes

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6.4 Rachat de parts sociales 


La Societe pourra acquerir ses propres parts sociales pourvu que la Societe dispose a cette fin de reserves 
distribuables ou des fonds suffisants (a condition que, pour eviter toute confusion, les montants de la prime 
d’emission et du capital surplus soient consideres comnie des reserves distribuables aux fins du rachat de parts 
sociales).

ARTICLE 7. Transfert de parts sociales

Unique. Les decisions de lAssocie Unique sont enregistrees dans des proces-verbaux ou prises par des 
resolutions ecrites, le cas echeant. 

Dans l'hypothese d'une plurality d'associe, toute Assemblee Generate valablement constitute represente 
l'ensemble des associes de la Societe. 

ARTICLE 10. Assemblee generate annuelle des associes - autres assemblies generates 

L Assemblee Generate annuelle se tient, conformement a la loi luxembourgeoise, a Luxembourg au siege social 
de la Societe ou a tout autre endroit de la commune du siege social indique dans les convocations. 

Les autres Assemblies Generates peuvent se tenir aux lieux et dates specifies dans les avis de convocation. 

L’Assemblee Generate est valablement tenue si tous les associes sont presents ou representes a l’Assemblee 
Generate et qu’ils declarent avoir ete dument informes et avoir eu parfaitement connaissance de l’ordre du jour 
de l’Assemblee Generate. Tout associe peut renoncer a l’avis de convocation, prealablement ou 
posterieurement a l’Assemblee Generate. 

Tant que la Societe n'a pas plus de vingt-cinq (25) associes, les resolutions de l'associe unique ou des associes 
pourront, au lieu d'etre prises lors d'assemblees generates, etre prises par ecrit par tous les associes. Dans cette 
hypothese, un projet explicite de la resolution ou des resolutions a prendre devra etre envoye a chaque associe, 
et chaque associe votera par ecrit (ces votes pourront etre produits par lettre, telecopie, ou courriel (e-mail)). 
De telles resolutions peuvent etre adoptees a la majorite simple, sauf indication contraire dans les presents

ARTICLE 11. Droits de vote des associes, quorum et majorite 

Chaque associe peut participer aux decisions collectives, quel que soit le nombre de parts sociales qui lui 
appartiennent.

Les gerants peuvent etre reelus. 11s peuvent etre renvoyes avec ou sans cause a tout moment par une resolution 
de l’associe unique ou des associes a la majorite simple. Chaque gerant peut egalement demissionner. 

En nommant les gerants, l’associe unique ou les associes determine(nt) leur nombre, sans prejudice de la 
premiere phrase de cet article 7, la duree de leur mandat et les pouvoirs et competences des gerants. L’associe 
unique ou les associes decide(nt) de la remuneration de chaque gerant. 
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12.2 Reunions du Conseil de Gerance 


Le Conseil de Gerance choisit pamii ses membres un president. Si le president ne peut etre present, un 
rcmplacant sera elu pamii les gerants presents a la reunion. 11 peut egalement choisir un secretaire parmi ses 
membres, qui est responsable de la redaction du proces-verbal de la reunion du Conseil de Gerance. 

Le Conseil de Gerance se reunit sur convocation d’un gerant au lieu indique dans l’avis de convocation 
obligatoirement situe au Grand-Duche de Luxembourg. 

11 est donne a tous les gerants une convocation ecrite de toute reunion du Conseil de Gerance au moins vingt- 
quatre (24) heures a l’avance, sauf en cas d’urgence, auquel cas la nature et les circonstances de cette urgence 
sont mentionnees dans la convocation a la reunion. 

Aucune convocation n’est requise si tous les membres du Conseil de Gerance sont presents ou representes et 
s’ils declarent avoir parfaitement eu connaissance de l’ordre du jour de la reunion. Un gerant peut egalement 
renoncer a la convocation a une reunion, que ce soit avant ou apres ladite reunion. Des convocations ecrites 
separees ne sont pas exigees pour des reunions se tenant dans des lieux et a des heures fixees dans un calendrier 
prealablement adopte par le Conseil de Gerance. 

Un gerant peut donner une procuration a un autre gerant afm de le representer a toute reunion du Conseil de 
Gerance. 

Le Conseil de Gerance ne peut deliberer et agir valablement que si la majorite de ses membres sont presents 
ou representes par procurations et avec obligatoirement au moins un gerant de categorie A et un gerant de 
categorie B present ou represente. Toute decision du Conseil de Gerance doit etre prise a la majorite simple, 
avec au moins le vote affirmatif d’un gerant de categorie A et d’un gerant de categorie B. En cas de ballotage, 
le president du conseil a un vote preponderant. 

En cas d’urgence et quand l’organisation d’une reunion avec tous les gerants presents n’est pas faisable en 
pratique, tout gerant peut participer a une reunion du Conseil de Gerance par telephone ou visio-conference ou 
par tout autre moyen de communication pemiettant a l’ensemble des personnes participant a la reunion de 
s’identifier, de s’entendre et de se parler. La participation par un de ces moyens equivaut a une participation 
en personne a une reunion valablement convoquee et tenue. 

En cas d’urgence et quand l’organisation d’une reunion avec tous les gerants present ou par telephone ou 
visioconference n’est pas faisable en pratique, des resolutions circulaires signees par tous les gerants (les 
Resolutions Circulaires des Gerants) sont valables et engagent la Societe comme si elles avaient ete adoptees 
lors d’une reunion du Conseil de Gerance valablement convoquee et tenue et portent la date de la demiere 
signature. 

12.3 Pouvoirs du Conseil de Gerance 

Le Conseil de Gerance est investi des pouvoirs les plus etendus pour accomplir tous les actes necessaires ou utiles 
se rapportant a l'objet de la Societe. Tous les pouvoirs non expressement reserves par la Loi de 1915 ou par les 
Statuts a l'Assemblee Generate sont attribues au Conseil de Gerance. 

12.4 Delegation de pouvoirs 

Le Conseil de Gerance peut conferer des pouvoirs ou mandats speciaux ou des fonctions determinees de facon 
pemianente ou temporaire, y compris la gestion joumaliere de la Societe, a des personnes ou agents de son 
choix. 
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12.5 Signatures autorisees 


Envers les tiers, la Societe est valablement engagee par la signature conjointe de deux gerants etant 
obligatoirement un gerant de categorie A et un gerant de categorie B. 

La Societe est egalement engagee vis-a-vis des tiers par la signature de toute personne a qui des pouvoirs 
speciaux ont ete delegues. 

ARTICLE 13. Responsabilite du ou des gerants 

Le ou les gerants (selon le cas) ne contractent, a raison de leur fonction, aucune obligation personnelle 
relativement aux engagements regulierement pris par eux au nom de la Societe. 

ARTICLE 14. Indemnisation 

La Societe doit indemniser tout gerant et ses heritiers, executeurs et administrateurs testamentaires pour les 
depenses raisonnablement contractees par lui en rapport avec toute action, tout proces ou toute procedure dans 
laquelle il serait implique en raison de ses fonctions actuelles ou anterieures de gerant de la Societe ou, a sa

Tout associe peut prendre communication au siege social de l'inventaire et du bilan.

Les livres et les comptes de la Societe peuvent etre audites par une societe d'audit, nominee par l’Assemblee 
Generale. 
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ARTICLE 18. Repartition des benefices, reserves 

II est preleve sur le benefice net annuel de la Societe 5% (cinq pour cent) qui sont affectes a la reserve legale. 
Ce prelevement cessera d'etre obligatoire lorsque la reserve legale aura atteint 1 0% (dix pour cent) du capital 
social de la Societe, et il deviendra a nouveau obligatoire si la reserve legale descend en dessous du seuil de 
10% (dix pour cent) du capital social de la Societe.
